Prompt 
action is necessary, and a'l who do not con- 
tribute through the agency of local committees 
sbonld forward their contributions to Mr. J. C.

A FORCIBLE RESISTANCE, 

A sirong Japanese Cabinet would have 
procrastinaied, made a show of iron 
resolution, attacked the weak points ip 
their opponents’ posiiion, and, in event- 
ually yielding, would have managed to 
secure an advantage of some kind to 
themselves, Such a refusal to ac- 
knowledge defeat is the secret of dip 
lomacy; it was well exemplified by the 
Greek Government in their affairs witb 
Turkey ten years ago, when they saved 
their prestige by a refusal to disarm, 
persevered in to the last extremity in 
the face of the warnings, and the naval 
demonstrations of the great powers of 
Europe 

To take another instance—the affair 
of Feb. 11th, in Seoul, when the King 
took refuge in the Russian Legation, 
nullified our benevolent intentions to 
foster the independence and reform the 


administration of Korea. We did not, 
as we should have done, on that occa- 
sion, by recalling our representative, 
breaking up the legation, and wiih- 
drawing our troops, relinquish our 
rights for the moment in order to await 
a tater favorable opportuniiy for their 
recovery, 2s did Russia in Bulgaria; but, 
adopiing a laisser aller policy, we al- 
lowed ourselves to drift with the cur- 
rent of circumsiances from our position 
of influence. Our idea of entering into 
an undersianding wiih Russia was 
merely a temporizing expedient, and in 
the event we lost prestige at home and 
abroad, 

it is such cases as these which prompt 
us to cali for a Cabinet which, by ad- 
opling an active, independent, and en- 
getic policy in foreign affairs, may ex- 
tend our national influence, 

it is time to awaken from our dream 
of stay-at-home seclusion and give reins 
to the bold Japanese 

SPIRIT OF ADVENTURE. 

The expansive power of the Japanese 
race must make itself felt eastward 
through North and South America, 
and tbe Indies, westward through In- 
dia, and southward throughout Polyn- 
esia, dominating everywhere the white 
inhabitants and supplanting the black 
races, t 

The making of a Greater Japan 
should not be iumited to the piecemeal 
extension of our dominions. ‘he spir- 
it of colonization must be encouraged 
and emigration facilitated by the au- 
thorities at home, while abroad lega- 
tions and consulates must be establish- 
ed at once for the projection and assis- 
tance of our colonists. 

Japanese setilers have already open- 
ed trade in the groups of islands, Eng- 
lish, Dutch, French, and Germaa, ly- 
i between Formosa and Australia, 
and of late years the tide of Japanese 
emigration bas set southward with 
almost irresistible force. The islands 
immediately adjacent to Formosa, viz., 
the Philippine and Caroline groups, be- 
long to Spain, and there is danger of 
our spheres of influence clashing. To 
guard againsi this, an agreement de- 
limiting our respective territories was 
drawn up after the war, but the south- 
going tide of Japanese emigration is 
not to be stayed by the power of man, 
and contact and complications between 
Japanese and Spaniards are inevitable. 
The murder of a Japanese by a native 
in on island of the Caroline group last 
Felt ruary is a case in point. The mur- 
derer was let off, and redress was there- 
upon claimed through our Minister in 
Paris, from the Spanish Government, 
but, there being no Envoy specially 
charged with Japanese interests in 
Madrid, the matter could not be cleared 
up and satisfactorily settled. Not only 
are such complications bound to occur, 
but, further, the Spanish authorities, 
mistaking our matural expansion for 
simple aggression, are devoting atten- 
tion to military defence in the Phili 
pines. It appears also that at t 
close of the war Spain was for joining 
the Tripple Alliance, with ® view to 
robbing us of the fruits of our victory 
in the south. To prevent the recurrence 
of such misunderstandings and to tran- 
eact the diplomatic business arising 
from the proximity of our possessious

His Excellency the Governor General has 
fleemed proper to address the following 
telegram to me - 

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 25, 1897. 
His Honour Lieutenant-Governor N. W. T., 
Regina. 

After consultation with Dominion minis- 
try, I have undertaken to receive and to 
transmit contributions from all parts of the 
Jominion in aid of the distress in India, and 

trust I may have your Honour’s support 
and co-operation in this national expression 
of sympathy. 
Aberdeen, 
Governor General. 

I therefore appeal to all classes through- 
out the Canadian North-West Territories to 
assist in this noble work. The heart-rending 
details of want and suffering throughout vast 
areas of Her Majesty’s Indian Empire, are 
tno harrowing to dwell upon, and death by 
starvation should be unknown where civil- 
ization has vouchsafed the opportunity of 
preventing it. 

‘Those subscribing, will kindly place their 
names on a list with the amounts set op- 
posite, The err hat form will theree 
after be sent to Mr. J.C. Pope, Accountant, 
(sovernment Buildings, Regina, to be then 
transmitted by him to His Excellency the 
{:overnor Gereral, the Kank of Montreal 
having undertaken to forward all sums 
without charge.

The abovedemandsthe immediate at- 
tenticn of all humanly disposed persons. 
The different lieutenant-governors have 
cordially responded to His Excellency’s 
jnvitation for their co-operation and 
support. Similarly, bank managers 
from Halifax to British Columbia, 
have promptly and heartily replied to 
the Governor General’s request that 
they receive and transmit to him = con- 
tributions to the general fund. There 
js every indication that the Canadian 
contributions will soon reach propor- 
tions corresponding to the need of the 
stricken country, and appropriate as 
poming from one of Britain’s most im- 
portant colonies. The Montreal Star 
fund has already reached a very 
respectable eum, and promises soon to 
amount to twenty thousand dol!ars. 
The contributions arranged for in each 
province of the Dominion by His 
Excellency, Lord Aberdeen, will 
doubtless also result in material aid 
being ccllected. Canada is so free from 
great misfortunes that it is difficult, 
perhaps, for Canadians to realize o 
galamity that threatens the lives of 
millions of our fellow creatures. But 
the sccounts from India have now 
become so definite that we at least 
know that matters have gone beyond 


- the power of local authorities to cope 


with, and that help from outside is 
essential to save large numbers from 
starvation. The people of the Terri- 
tories are not over-burdened with 
wealth ; but there 1s little doubt that 
the appeal for help will be responded 
to, and that Governor Mackintosh will 
have a sudetantial token of sympathy 
to transmit ta the Governor General.

WILL RETALIATE 


So Says Premier Laurier If The 
United States insist on En- 
forcing Alien Law. 

The leading representatives of labor 
in the city of Ottawa waited upon the 
Premier on Thursday, 28th January, 
to present their views on the alien 
labor question immigsation. They 
urged upon Mr. Laurier the settlement 
of the unemployed of the cities and 
towns on the vacant lands of the Dome 
inion. The desired friendly labor 
relation between the United States and 
Canada, but wanted Canadian labor 
protected, They desired no immigration 
from Europe until the Canadian uvem- 
ployed were prov ided for. 

The Premier replying stated that he 
had had conversations with several 
American gentlemen on the question 
of their alien labor law. They had all | 
stated that their law was never intend- 
ed to be applied to Canadian labor. 
It was certainly unfairly enforced 
against them. His colleagues would | 
be on official business in Washington | 
soon, and this would be one of the ques- 
He urged all 
labor organizations to use theie in- 
fluence in having this mis-application 
of the United States «'ien labor law 
removed, He himself was in favor of 
the Iuw as. applied againet cheap 
European Iibor, but ats enf. rcement 
against Canadians was most “ galling” 
and * unbearable.” If his colleagues 
found it impossible to have the law 
made nou applicable to Canadian labor, 
then wou'd his government pass a law 
identical with that of the U nited States. 
He was, however, anxious that an 
amicable arrangement could be arrived 
at through the influence of the  inter- 
national labor organizations, which he 
was pleased to know existed. He was 
determined to see Canadian labor pro 
tected at an early date. On the ques 
tion of immigration he wag uot alto 
getnerin accord with all the views 
advanced by the deputation. It was 
the intention ot his government to uee 
every means in their power to populate 
this couatry. They would utilizeevery 
azency to bring settlers to th's country. 
He was, however, free to inform them 
thatit was only farmers and those 
willing to became farmers, that would 
be urged to immigrate tothis country. 
The only class of immigrants wanted 
were men whocould work upon our 
forms, the other unemployed in cver 
crowded cities and towns ‘were not 
wanted Good, strong, young farmers 
from Great Britain, Ireland, Norway, 
and Germany would be persuaded, if 
possible, tomake their homesin Canada,

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- Cattle Breeding for Dairies. 


A paper was read by ex Governor 
Hoard, of Wisconsin, on cattle breed 
ing, at the recent Ontario dairy con- 
vention. 

Weare asked, he said, why we 
should take extra pains with our dairy 
stock when prices of dairy products 
are so low. The men who talk this 
way, instead of keeping cows that 
would pay 300 Ibs. of butter a year, 
and on which they might make a_ fair 
profit, keep 150-lb. cows that cause an 
absolute loss, 

In West rn Ontario, the Secretary 
of this convention says, the dividends 
received by patrons of the cheese 
factories Lave varied ail the way from 


$9 96 to $6550 per cow. In one 


that only gets! factory the range was from $9.96 to 


$30 per cow. Cows cannot be kept 
fur less than $30 per head, and if they 
do not yield that in (butter or cheese 
they are maintained at » loss. 

Competition in dairying ie going to 
be keener than ever. The decline in 
prices cannot be stopped. All thst 
can be done is to meet the changed con- 
ditions hy » reduction in the cost of 
production, 

Test your cows for three months and 
cut off all those who do not pay ex- 
nses. 

Get good cows even if you have to 
pay $65 to 875 a peace for them. 

Get a good dairy bull with a strong | 
line of mothers behind him, 

Study the science of feeding. 

Provide better accommodation for 
stabling your cows. 

Have summer silos to tide cattle 
over the season of drought. 

At Wisconsin Experimental Station 
six cows were tested. Three were on 
pasture and three fed in a stable with 
The three stabled 
1.5 acres, 
while the three pastured cattle required 
3.7 acres; and the three stabled cattle 
produced 294.75 Ibs. of butter against 
303.12 ibs. produced by those on 
pasture. In other words, from 1.5 
acres was produced within 9 Ibs. as 
wuch butter as was produced on 3.7.

ing. So it is with butter; and this 
process of ripening is to be contro!led, 
; Just as the cheese-maker controis the 
| ripening of the cheese. But there are 
other flavors which are clearly due to 

| the food, and as these differ very much 
| as the foods may vary, they are to be 
{studied by the butter-maker in such 
@ way as to avoid the undesirable ones 
and encourage the ul ones. And 
thus it is that the choice of the foods 
for the cows is one of the most im- 
portant parts of dairy practice. It is 
not at ail of this to and use the 
foods which will most increase the pro- 
duct of butter, but to use those of which 
the finest flavored butter may be made.

[AD'S FOOD RESERVES. 


HINDOOS NOT ALL VEGETARIANS, 
SOME ARE EVEN CANNIBALS. 


Fish, Flesh, and Milk Are Diet of Many— 
Seme Mill Tribes Are @mnivereus, 
While the Aghoris Devour Babies— Eng 
land Counts en This te Believe the 
Famine. 

Buckle's notion—that the people of 
India live on little less than rice, which 
diet the philosophic historian regard- 
ed as the cause of everything that is 
wrong in their institutions and national 
character—was exploded years ago by 
the late Sir Henry Maine. In Bengal, 
Assam, and Burmah this cereal is the 
chief food both of the middle and lower 
classes, but in most other parts of In- 
dia only the well-to-do can afford to 
use it. At the same time the consump- 
tion of rice is becoming more general. 
In the Deccan, for instance, twelve or 
fifteen years ago millet was the only 
Grain eaten, but now in every middle- 
class family in this region rice is near- 
ly always included in the daily bill of 
fare. Wheat is grown in Bombay and 
the central provinces almost entirely 
for export ; but in the Punjaub and in 
parts of the northwest provinces it is 
one of the main articles of food. Ex- 


hich | cept, however, in the area where rice 


or wheat is cheap, millets are the 
chief breadstuffs for the masses, more 


d| Specially “jowar” (identical with the 


“dhurra” of Egypi) andd “‘bajra,” or 
bulrush millet. In northern India, 
where widespread scarcity is now ap- 
Prebended, millets, pulses, maize, and 
rice are sown in June and reaped in Oc- 
tover. In or about the latter month 
wheat is sown, to be harvested in the 
spring. It would be no easy task, how- 
ever, to give a detailed and accurate 
account of the way in which 
287,000,000 OF PEOPLE, 
of various races and divers creeds, feed 
themselves, and it is more difficult to 
estimate the supplies available for their 
sustenance. Mr. J. A. Baines, who su- 
Periniended the last Indian census, and 
whose statistical researches are a mar- 
vel of patient and skilful investigation, 
came to the ccoclusion that the caleu- 
lations of the Famine Commission were 
to a large extent little more trust- 
worthy than random conjecture. The 
usual assumption is that the people live 
for the most part on grain and pulses, 
other food being a negligible quantity; 
and, having estimated more or less 
roughly the total yield in an average 
year, the inquirer proceeds to demon- 
Strate that from 20,000,000 to 60,000,- 
000, people, are almost, if not entirely, 
destitute of the first necessity of life. 
Mr. Baines objects to this method as 
unscientific and misleading. Although 
grain and pulses, he points out, may 
be the ehief item of the Indian's diet, 
there are several other items to be ta- 
ken into account. Fruit, vegetables, 
and milk are almost everywhere con- 
sumed in large quantities. There are 
from forty-five to fifty head of horned 
cattle, including calves, to every bun- 
dred people; and, except where the 
rainfall is so neavy that cows and buffa- 


los cannot easily ve kept, milk is an 
important: article of diet in every hus- 
bandman’s family. But even the people 
who live on grain, pulses, vegetables, 
and milk, or on one or more of these 
varieties of food, comprise less than 
three-fifths of the total population. Mr. 
Baines calculates that there are 130,- 
000,000 who rely for their sustenance 
on other articles of food. 

To begin with, there are large num- 
bers who live on fish and flesh. Along 
the seacoast and on the banks of the 
great rivers the people are, to a large 
extent, fish eaters; and from two to 
three million earn their living by 
catching and vending fish. 

FLESH EATERS 
; are still more numerous; and it is not 
only the Mohammedans who eat meat. 
| Rajpoots and Mahrattas, _ Hindoos 
though they are, are as ready to eat 
mutton and goat’s flesh as the Turco- 
mans of Central Asia, to whom one if 
not both races are sometimes to be akin. 

The Rajpoot is also partial to the flesh 

of the wild boar—the luxury, Mr. Baines 

remarks, which, indulged in too freely, 
caused the death of Gottama Buddba. 

Then there are the aboriginal hill 

tribes—Gonds, Sonthais, Nagas, and 

others—many of whom are omnivorous. 

Another large section of the commun- 

ity. comprising the hereditary village 

menials, eat the flesh of dead cattle. 

Lower still in the social scale are va- 

grant and criminal tries like the San- 

sis and Minas, who feed on jackals, liz- 
ards, tortoises, and other vermin. Nor 
must it be forgotten that traces of 
cannibalism are still met with occasion- 
ally in India. During the Madras fam- 
| ine of 1877 more than one case was 
| reported ; but besides the abnormal! hor- 
| rors that oceur in times of severe dis- 
| tress then is the eanniialism practised 
by a sect of religious devotees. These 
wretches are known as Aghoris. and 

i tis not impossible that the ogre of 
| Western fairy tales gets its name from 
ithem.

{was caught at Rontak, in the -Pun- 
| jaub, in the act of devouring the body
